Lc. CANHAMIANA ‘ALBERTS’ 


The plant of Le. Canhamiana ‘Alberts’ is unusually robust, bears large flowers every spring, 
medium dark lavender with a very large, intensely dark lip. ‘Alberts’ variety is a lavender Can- 
hamiana and should not be confused with our white-colored-lip Canhamiana alba. 


In 1920 we grew about 2,000 plants of Le. Canhamiana from seed. We chose the 7 most 
outstanding plants for breeding. These were the first spring hybrids that resembled dark fall- 
flowering hybrids. Out of the 7 plants, one yielded such excellent results that it was tested again 
on 3 different crosses. This plant is Lc. Canhamiana ‘Alberts’. The seedlings offered below are 
bred from this plant. The results are the finest of the modern spring-flowered hybrids. 


Regardless of the other parent used, the Canham offspring flower late March, April and May. 
They are robust growers and free-flowering. The record for blooms, so far, is 28 blossoms on a 
Le. Nellie Cohen in a 7” pot. See color photo page 8, for typical Canham seedling.

Bromeliads 


The Bromeliads are among the most adaptable of all houseplants because they hold water be- 
tween their leaves and don’t suffer from dry indoor conditions. Will grow in light or shade. Plants 
are very modern in form and gorgeous in color. They are highly decorative even when not in flower. 

When mature, a flower spike of unusual shape and color rises from the center of the plant and 
may last for several months. After flowering the main plant eventually dies, but suckers are pro- 
duced to replace it. 

Bromeliads may be grown in osmunda fiber or ivory bark. All will grow in a mixture of leaf- 
mold, sharp sand, and peat. Keep center filled with water, spray foliage occasionally, and water 
at roots at least once a yeek. Feed monthly with Liquid Orchid Fertilizer or Ortho-Gro.

Philodendrons are perfect plants for indoor decoration because of their attractive foliage and 
their durability. They can stand the dry conditions of today’s buildings and will grow with or 
without much daylight. 

Culture: Keep moderately moist. Give at least one good soaking per week, more often if 
necessary. Mulch with peat or sphagnum to slow drying out. Wash foliage once a month with 
damp cloth.

Directions on package tells how much to use. Soak pots thoroughly with fertilizer solution. 
Also water thoroughly between fertilizings with plain water. Apply this fertilizer once a month 
in winter and twice a month in summer or active growing periods. Maintain regular watering 
schedule, letting the fertilizing replace one watering. Do not feed orchids that are resting, but 
seedlings and Vandas which grow continuously can be fed all year.
